FIELD OF THE INVENTION 

[0001] The present invention relates to a method for spray-coating aqueous 
5 paint, whereby coating defects raised by a^change of- in surrounding 
conditions, such as temperature and humidity^ are avoided.

[0002] By4f4e-_Ihe.term "allowable volume absolute humidity^' in a unit of 
g/m^. empl0ved-h€fe in is meant means a difference between saturated 
10 volume absolute humidity and absolute humidity at a given temperature. 
The saturated volume absolute humidity means a maximum amount of water 
contained in gaseous form in the air of a unit volume.

[0003] Aqueous paint (water-borne paint) mainly contains water as a_ 
15 solvent > Therefore, aoueous paint a nd ther e for e is not hazardous to the 
human body in coating conditions^ and can easily treat , in compar i son 
wife when compared to solvent based paint (solvent-borne paint). The- 
aaueous Aqueous paint is advantageously recycled by collecting wtth- 
aqueous-soivent-an over-spray paint that has not been coated , with an 
20 aqueous solvent, on an article to be coated, filtering and concentrating the 
collected paint, fol l ow e d by and adjusting the paint fomiulation for recycle 
use. The recycl e recycling of aqueous paint reduces paint waste and- 
attains saving r e source saves resources . The - Therefore, aqueous paint 
th e r e for e has been widely used for industrial coating4»eld, such as 
25 automotive eeatag-and home electric apparatus coating.
